1969 to mid-March 1970 are only about one-half what they 
were during the same period of a year ago. 


2. Analysts in Washington are pretty well agreed 
that there is no direct correlation between the flow of 
supplies through the Panhandle and the enemy's offensive 
intentions. We feel the high level of supply movements 
reflects an enemy attempt to rebuild the stocks depleted 
during the last rainy season.
